The Agricult ure of the Colony. 

A mixed feeling of satisfaction and 
discontent seems to bo felt by tho in-, 
habitants of Victoria, and tho neighbor- 
ing settlements at tho rosult of tho 
Agricultural Show. Taking into con- 
sideration tho depression that haB 
existed for the last low years in all 
parts of tho Colony, tho comparative- 
ly small amount of capital that is in- 
vested' in agriculture in Vancouver 
Island, and tho difficulty undor which 
stock-raisers have laborod in importing 
good stock, from which to produco a 
class of animals which might comparo 
favorably with older countries; wo aro 
dieposod to think that upon tho whole 
there is no great cause for dissatisfac- 
tion with rogard to tho farming pros- 
poots of tho future So far as tho 
Agricultural Socioty is conoerned, as 
apart from tho moro enlarged quostion 
of agriculture, no one will bo disposod 
to dony that much credit is duo to 
those who took an activo part in re- 
viving it. The only thing wanting on 
their part to conduco to cooiploto sue 
cess, was earlier action ; but inasmuch 
as it was only late in tho yoar that the 
matter was thought about, or at all 
events mooted in publio, all that 
eould bo done was to inuko the best 
use of tho time before thorn, this wo 
think the managers did, and had thoir 
efforts been seconded with wurmth and 
energy by tho farmers gonorally, tho 
result would have beon much hotter. 
It is muoh to bo regretted that tho 
farmors of Vancouver Island do not 
show moro spirit in their undertakings, 
they are too indifferent to tbo highor 
branohos ot their calling, and too 
readily satisfied with modiocrity, to bo 
in any position to competo with those 
■who have moro energy, moro enter- 
prise, and a greater spirit of emula- 
tion. How fow of tho farmers of tho 
Island took any prominent part in 
getting up tho exhibition, and how 
few took tho trouble to avail thom- 
selves of the opportunity which was 
affoidod tbem of showing or encourag- 
ing any spirit of emulation, by send- 
ing in their best specimens either ot 
stock or produoo. It roally seems as if 
the farmers of Vancouver Island 
thought it quito sufficient to produco 
an interior articlo, relyirg upon a pro- 
tective duty to keep them from tho 
healthy competition of tl'cir noighbors 
on the American side. If tho ag'icul- 
tural interest is to be fostered and 
protected, surely tbo public have a 
right to expect tho nearest approach 
to perfection that is to bo had, but in 
effect, from the examples we havo had 
before ns, we fear that uothing but 
free competition will give ua an oner- 
getio race of farmors. It is woll 
known to all in this neighborhood, 
who have at all mado tho subject of 
agriculture their study, that wheat 
and other cereals oan bo produced in 
this Colony at a cost which, compared 
with tho rohtive price to consutnors, 
will give a larger profit to growers 
than can be had in Cunada or in 
Oregon, and this, notwithstanding tho 
high prico of labor. It is thorofore 
evident that thoro must be a radical 
fault in Bomo quarter ; we aro much 
inclined to imputo this fault to the 
apathy which exists amongst those 
engaged in farming, there can bo but 
little doubt, that tbo greater part of 
those in this Colony, who have settled 
down to the cultivation of tho soil for 
a moans of living, aro not really 
farmors — many of them aro not praciU 
oal judges of stock, nor aro the y ac- 
quainted with moro than tho mere 
rudiments of agriculture, honoo thoir 
want of energy, and tho same reasons 
may, we think, bo given for their 
•want of omulatun in stock-raising; 
upon this subject tho remarks of Chief 
Justice Neodbam wero woll timed, and 
his advico to the farmors was sound 
as to tbo nocessity of improving thoir 
breed of stock ; but whilst wo cannot 
do othorwiso than express regrot at 
the want of onorgy and omulation on 
the part of tho greater por ion ot tho 
farmers, it should not bo forgotten 
that thoro aro somo umongst us who 
aro doing their bost to koop up tho 
oharaoterof tho Colony in this ro-ipoct. 
Tho prize bull belonging to Dr Tolui*o 
known in tho American Herd Book as 
Fifth Duko of Northumberland, can 
boast as good a pedigreo as many of 
tho cattlo whioh take prizes in tho 
distriot Shows in England.

Some 
ol the other appointments might be amalga- 
mated, or even performed by other officers. 
Tbe Confederates boast tbat Confederation 
would diminish tbe cost ol Government, and 
loodly bawled out against the number of 
present officers but the figures and list you 
supply certainly look uncommonly like an 
increase both of expense and of the number 
ol officers, bat I presume tbe Canadian Gov- 
ernment would not aupply these officers il 
ibe (jffioes could be amalgamated with others, 
aod tboee items therefore ought not to be set 
down as expenses, except indeed they are 
intended as rewards lor those wbo agitate 
Confederation.
